which separate the"Gold Reef City" 
from the former seat of the Boer gov- 
ernment is still a matter of conjecture, 
but most critics agree in believing it 
will not be sufficiently strong to delay 
the occupation of Pretoria longer than 
tomorrow.

London;" June l.-^Lord"Roberts' troops 


entered Johannesburg yesterday; Pre- 
toria has made all arrangements to open 
its gates to him when he pleases to rap; 
President Kruger has fled, notwithstand-. 
ing his statement that he would meet the 
British when they came on his front door 
stoop; Buller's troops have occupied 
Utrecht and are moving on Vryheid pre- 
paratory to a turning movement on 
Laing's Nek, said to be held by 10,000 
Boers; Baden-Powell and Hunter are 
moving toward the heart of the Trans- 
vaal from the west, and Carrington un- 
doubtedly is performing his part from 
the north. Tinder these conditions it 
eeems safe to assume that, unless the 
Transvaalers choose to fight a battle be- 
tween Johannesburg and Pretoria, or at 
Lydenburg, to maintain their military 
•honor, the war virtually Is over. 


Belated messages from Pretoria con- 


firm the reports of the departure of Presi- 
dent Kruger with- his cabinet and staff 
officials Tuesday night and the selection, 
at a meeting of citizens, of a committee 
to administer the city provisionally. 


Since these telegrams left on •Wednes- 


day nothing apparently has reached 
Lourenzo Marquez by telegraph from 
Pretoria. Possibly the wires have been 
cut. Possibly the Boer censorship at 
some intermediate point intercepts U*e- 
grams. 


Although the war office has not re- 


ceived a word about it, no one In London 
harbors the idea that the Boer capital 
is not already in the hands of the Brit- 
ish or about to be there. The posses- 
sion of Johannesburg, at all events, as 
Lord Koberts has telegraphed. Is a fact. 
States Attorney Smuts did not depart 
with President Kruger, but remained la 
Pretoria, 


The present seat of th« Boer govern- 


ment, according to a dispatch 
from 


Lourenzo Marquez, dated yesterday, is 
Middleberg, but it will probably b* 
shifted further east. 


The Boers lately confronting Lord 


Eoberts appear to have gone eastward 
also, toward the Lydenburg region. 
The defenders of Laing's Nek, when 
their position becomes too perilous, will 
probably trek straight northward to- 
ward Lydenbuxg. When thia concen- 
tration takes place there will be pos- 
eibly 20,000 men, who may hold out for 
a time, with scattered bands of gueril- 
las elsewhere. 


The press dispatches from the head- 


quarters of Lord Roberts give no esti- 
mate as to the number of Boers who 
were fishting General French and Gen- 
eral Ian Hamilton Monday and Tuesday, 
but they all agree that the Boers retired, 
and that the British casualties wer» 
slight. 


A dispatch to The Morning Post from 


Germiston, dated May 30, says: 
The 


enemy fought a rear guard action, re- 
tiring from the aouth to the north of the 
town with their pompoms and artillery 
In the morning, and withdrawing their 
riflemen through the town in the after- 
noon. We captured nine engines and 
over 100 wagons. Two trains are leav- 
ing tonight for the Vaal. We succeeded 
In cutting the line in three directions 
and imprisoning, all the rolling stock In 
Johannesburg. It was a splendid piece 
of work. The enemy were astounded at 
the rapidity of our advance. 


Some discussion is going on In London 


as to what will be done with President 
Kruger if he is captured. One idea is 
tltet he will be sent to St. Helena, an- 
other that he will be tried for treason.

SYMPATHY OF THE HUB 


With the Cause of Boers and 


Those Who are Stnig- 


gling for Liberty 


< 
r Boston, June 1.—In Beaton's temple 01 
liberty, Faneuil hall, the Boston public 
gave a warm reception to the Boer tv - 
voys laat night. The sympathy was e\ eii 
deeper in the shadow of the latest news, 
and many in the audience shed tears, 
moved by the eloquence of the speakers 
and the knowledge that perhaps aft*r ail 
It was too late. 


But even though the independence of 


the two South African republics seems 
.now farther away than ever, the senti- 
ment of Boeton as represented by an at- 
tendance that crowded the hall to ita 
doors was unanimous that the two little 
states should be free by the laws of na- 
tions and the lawa of God. 


Thomas J. Oargan opened the meeting 


with & brief epeech. He spoke of tha 
present fighting by the Boers as "the 
pluckiest and most geUant fight of any 
peopte on the face of the earth." He 
•numerated the demands of England, 
and s*id be discriminated between the 
Brlttob government and the British peo- 
ple. He th»n introduced Thomas W, 
Higglnson, the chairman of the eren- 
ing. 


Colonel Htggroson referred to the 


many things which America owes to 
England, and expressed his belief that 
the majority of the English people were 
opposed to the present war. He re- 
ferred to Kossuth and how he had seen 
his country liberated, and said: "If 
there was a resurrection of Hungary 
there may yet be a resurrection of the 
South African republics. And if it takes 
M year*, what are 20 years In th.e life of 
« nation?" Edwin D. Meal and Franz 
H. Kreba also made addresses, both de- 
nouncing England's claims In the pres- 
ent war a* hypocrisy. 


When Mr. Fischer, chairman of tha 


Boer deputation, was introduced, the 
•whole audience rose and gav* many 
hearty cheers. Mr. Fischer said In part: 
"I came to America to plead our cause. 
I think now that one of our mistakes 
was In thinking that it would be neces- 
sary to plead our cause here. In the 
American citizen ot today and tomor- 
row we have those who will not mis- 
understand us, and they might well he 
left to Judge us for themselves. Our 
difficulty In speaking Is not what to say, 
but where to begin and where to end. 
We have asked for a fair hearing In 
England and It has been denied us. 
England is afraid to face the Issue. 
Before the war broke out, when ths 
British and Boer representatives m«t to 
discuss the affairs of the republics, w« 
yielded point after point to the high 
(commissioner of England: We were 
•Willing to sacrifice a great deal to pre- 
serve peace. 


"Finally the British high commis- 


sioner, after refusing our proposal, sub- 
mitted an alternative proposal, which, 
although it deprived, us of many of our 
rights, we were willing to submit to to 
prevent war. We accepted this, and 
then it was that Mr. Chamberlain de- 
nounced the commissioner's own pro- 
posal as an insult to Great Britain. 


- Yet we are called the aggressors. And 


•when we, after deliberating- about a 
week, accepted this proposal, we wera 
told it was too late. 


"We have never known why, and Mr. 


Chamberl*n has not blushed—I don't 
suppose he can—to say that the reason 
will never be known. And before ova 
last conference the commissioner sent 
word to England that there was no way 
to settle the difficulty trot by force. This | 
was after we had offered to submit the j 
matter to a board of arbitration to be I 
appointed by British and Boers, and yet 
we are called the aggressors. Finally 
we were forced to fight to defend out 
country. The time came when, if liberty 
..was to mean anything more than an 
empty name to us, we must taka up 
arms to maintain It." 


Mr. Fiecher denied the charges of 


slavery among the Boers, and declared 
that when the war broke out the blacks 
all begered to be allowed to fight for the 
Boers and contributed voluntarily more 
than they could have been Justly ac- 
cessed for.

Wu Ting Fang Professes Ignor- 


ance as to the Situa- 


tion in China 


'Washington, June!.—The Chinese min- 
ister, Wu Ting Fang, called at the state 
department yesterday to talk with Sec- 
retory Hay. He had no information from 
his government as to the critical situation 
In Chinaand was anxious lor news. 


Resident representatives of nearly ail 


of the other nations interested in the 
Chinese situation were among Secretary 
Hay's callers yesterday. But as in the 
case of the Chinese minister none of 
them had received any information from 
his own government bearing upon the 
situation. 


Count Cassini, the Russian ambassa- 


dor, who is leaving the United States 
for a visit to Europe, and called to say 
good-bye to Secretary Hay, is decidedly 
of the opinion that much unwarranted 
anxiety has been excited as to the ac- 
tions of the "Boxers." He feels coring 
dent that there is little danger to the 
life and property of foreigners In China 
to be expected from the present upris- 
ing. Thert are, of course, he said, al- 
ways disorderly elements In a great city 
Ilka Pekin, Quick to take ad-vantage of 
any public excitement, so that it was 
probably a wise precaution on the part 
of the foreign ministers resident in that 
capital to call for marine guards for 
their respective legations, the presence 
of these small but splendid organiza- 
tions having a wholesome effect upon 
the wouid-be turbulent elements in 
Pekln. 


Mr. Nabeshima, the charge of the 


Japanese legation, who also was among 
Secretary Hay's callers, was likewise 
dtaposed to minimise the dangers of the 
Boxer uprising. He pointed out that at 
all times la Chinese history the secret 
societies were fomenting1 trouble, and 
the present disturbance growing out of 
the operations of the Boxers was not 
nearly so formidable as many preceding 
ones. 


In official circles the hope is expressed 


that the determined stand by the Ameri- 
can and other foreign governments may 
cause the Boxers to flee to the interior. 
The action of the empress dowager re- 
mains an enigma and Is not known 
whether to credit her with a sincere de< 
sire to bring about the end of the trouble 
or of secret sympathy with the out- 
rages. At t«ny rate it Is felt that she 
baa been very slow In taking steps to 
save the property of foreigners from 
molestation and their people from peril 
and the loss of life. 


Today's advice* from Tien Tsln an- 


nounce that a special train started for 
Pckin yesterday afternoon with the fol- 
lowing forces: American^ seven officers 
and 56 men; British, three officers and 72 
men; Italians, three officers and 39 men; 
French, three officers and 72 men; Rus- 
sian, four'officers and 71 men; Japanese 
two officer*- and 24 men. The foreign 
continngent also took with them five 
quick-firing guns.

Smallpox on Transport Mead*. 


San Francisco, June 1.—The transport

from Manila with Major General OtlSv is 
still In quarantine, owing to the presence 
of three smallpox cases on board. 


Washington, June 1.—It has been de- 


cided by the war department that the 
movement for the return of the 34,000 
volunteer troops now in the Philippines 
will begin in December. This date, 
which seems early, is necessitated by the 
fact that under the provisions of the 
army reorganization bill passed by tha 
last congrese all these tioops mui»t be 
returned to their recruiting places by 
June 3D, 1891, and it will require six 
months at least to bring them home. 
There are now in the Philippines, in ad- 
dition to these 34,000 men, about 31,000 
regulars. The remainder of the 100,000 
troops now comprising the army, in-- 
eluding 1000 volunteers now m Porto Kico, 
are in the United States, Cuba, Ha-w ail 
and Porto Rico. Of the 31,000 regulais in 
the Philippines, 21,000 must also return 
by July 1, 1901, leaving but 10,000 troops 
of any kind there after that date. 


Moat of the 17,500 regulars who will 


fill out the complement of the army of 
27.500 men after July 1,1901, will probably 
be sent to the Philippines. But even 
with, say, 10,000 of these regulars sent 
there, th& total force in the Phllippinas 
one year nance will be but 20,000. 


The situation emphasizes what Chair- 


man Hull of the house committee on 
military affairs said last Saturday, that 
we must have a new army bill and at 
least as large an army as we have now if 
we expect to hold the Philippines, evefc 
if we have no urgent need of additional 
troops in any of our other insular pos- 
sessions and if the Indians remain peace- 
ful. 
The war department of course ex- 


pects that a new army bill will be passed 
and that 26,000 men, with only about 17.- 
COO available lor service, will not be left 
to fight for supremacy with the Fili- 
pinos.

Negotiations have been carried on be- 


tween several' wealthy Englishmen and 
Long Island real estate men for some 
time with a view to forming an Eng- 
lish colony on Long Island similar to 
the Rugby settlement in Tennessee. 
Joseph C. W. Willis of 19 Phillmore 
Gardens, Kensington, London, and 
Euderby Dunsford of Torquay, Devon- 
shire, arc said to be the leaders in the 
•cheme. They have recently closed a 
contract with Charles P. Smith of St 
James, on Long Island, for the pur- 
chase of 1,000 acres of land near that 
place, the price to be $75,000, says the 
New York Sun. The land is situated 
south of the Long Island railroad 
tracks and extends to within half a 
mile of Lake Bonkonkoma. Messrs. 
Willis and Dunsford, it is said, are act- 
Ing in the interest of about 50 wealthy 
young Englishmen who intend to carry 
on scientific fanning. Mr. Dunsford is { 
the author of "Scientific Farming." The i 
Englishmen are confident, it is said, j 
that they can teach the average Long • 
Island fanner many points about agrl- j 
culture. 


The colony will be run on a syndicate 


plan, as far as the earnings are con- 
cerned. It will be open to bachelors on- 
ly, at least until the venture has pass- 
ed the experimental stage. The men 
will not devote all their time to farm- 
Ing. 
One of the first buildings to be 


erected will be a handsome clubhouse. 
The promoters of the enterprise are 
•zpected to arrive at St James about 
the middle of next month. Many esti- 
mates for the construction of houses 
and farm buildings have already been 
submitted. Mr. Smith, who sold the 
property, said recently that he under- 
stood 12 or 15 farmers would stay at 
the colony throughout the year, but 
the majority of the young mcu inter- 
ested would be in America for only a 
few months each year. Many of them

prepared tor the occasion, but the DU- 
pila every day work was brought in. 
The samples were brought to the 
Spring street school hall, where the 
drawings were placed in the order of 
the grades around the walla of the 
room. The writing was also kept In 
the same order on tables throug-h the 
center of the hall. 
From the many 


(frawings which were presented by 
each frrade of the village schools and 
from each of the district school was 
chosen about 14 samples of the best 
work in drawing. Theae samples were 
arranged around the walls of the hall 
and over each display is a printed card 
giving the name and grade of the 
school in which, the work was done. 
The work begins with grade one and 
runs In order to grade 9. The first 
drawing in grade one begins with chil- 
dren who have attended the school 
nine months and the work done bv 
these little ones is excellent. Most of 
the work which is done in the lower 
grades is done with colored crayons. 
The drawlnsr of leaves and flowers Is 
about the first work done in the lower 
grades, but as they advance they show 
great progress to this work. Many of 
the drawings which are of flowers, ani- 
mals, birda and many other objects are 
done In crayon, colored pencilling and 
water colors. In the upper grades there 
are several landscape drawings which 
are very interesting. The daily writing 
Is also very interesting as the work 
don* shows very careful training1 from 
the first grade up, and in manj cases 
in the middle grades and upper grades, 
the writing is almost beyond crilicism. 
The work from the district schools is 
also very good and there seems to be 
but little or no difference between the 
work done In the village schools and 
that done in the district schools. The 
Exhibition will be continued tomorrow 
and the public is cordially invited to 
attend and examine the work. It is 
an excellent exhibition and those who 
wish to attend will find themselves re- 
paid for their trouble.

Fresh, Present Evidence

the reopening of the Reed 


murders inquest as reported in yes- 
terday's Transcript, the Boston Globe 
of today has the following story of in- 
erest, signed by J. W. Carberry: 


If, during the days Immediately fol- 


lowing the murder of Henry P. Reed, 
the money lender, and his maiden sis- 
ter, Blanche, the detectives had been 
in possession of the evidence that has 
been obtained during the last month, 
they would undoubtedly have then 
made an arrest. The Eeed murders 
were committed August 7, 1897 and 
after two years and nine months it 
can be definitely stated that strong sus- 
picions are now directed toward two 
men known to have been near 
the 


Reed house on the night at the crime. 
For the past month state officer George 
Dunham, acting directly under At- 
torney General Knowlton, has been at 
work here and In surrounding towns 
developing a case which is said to quite 
directly implicate these two men. 


The reason an arrest has not been 


made, in view of the evidence already 
collected, is on account of the necessity 
of having every possible piece of in- 
formation where it can be had at any 
time. It is more difficult to prosecute 
a defendant arrested so long after the 
date of the commission of a. crime than 
it is when the arrest Is made with 
everything fresh in the minds of wit- 
nesses. The officer and the attorneys 
in consultation feel that they must 
have the strongest possible case al- 
ready before they permit the suspected 
persons to even fear that their con- 
nection with the murders is a matter 
for investigation. 


They probably will not be able to 


strengthen the government case after 
an arrest and they intend to have it 
ready for trial before the 
specific 


charges are made and warrants Issued. 
Unusual caution is therefore being em- 
ployed in the work that Is now being 
done* These disadvantages occasioned 
by the fact of this being an old case is 
all that has and Is delaying the open 
move against the suspected persons. 


That the present investigation will 


accomplish the explanation of the 
mysterious murder of the Reeds now 
seems most probable, and an arrest will 
eventually be made 
following 
the 


theory of the murder now held by the 
prosecutors of this investigation. 


Henry F. Reed was killed while lying 


in bed, having been struck twice on the 
head with a carpenter's mallet procured 
in his barn. He was then gagged al- 
though the blows from 
the 
weapon 


fracturing 
his skull caused instant 


death. Blanche Reed was shot while 
standing near the door of her room on 
ilie second floor, four shots being fired, 
hrf>e of which missed the mark. Reed 
lent money on mortgages of real estate 
and all sorts of personal property 
from household furniture to Jewelry 
and musical instruments. He and his 
sister lived in a small house at the end 
of a narrow lane off Holden street near 
the center of the city. This lane IB 
lined with houses. 
Reed slept In a small rcom in the rear 
of the house near the door nearest to 
the barn. 
The murderers were seen 


driving out of the lane on to Holden 
street at 1 o'clock in the morning by 
three persons, as was testified at the 
inquest held soon after the murders. No 
positive identification was possible at 
that time from the description, fur- 
nished. 


George Brosseau, who lived 
In a 


large tenement house just across the 
court from /the Reed home, looked out 
of his window shortly after 1 o'clock 
on the night of the murder and saw 
two men unharnessing a horse near 
the Reed barn. He heard them talk- 
ing, and noticed one of the men held a 
lantern. He supposed Reed was there 
amd paid little attention to them. No 
further evidence of what occurred in 
the lane is had until 1 a'clock when 
Mrs. David Fairfield, 
who lives on 


Holden street, near the end of the Reed 
lane, had her attention drawn to a 
Concord buggy which was being driven 
out of the lane. She was washing a 
floor and looked up just in time to see 
this buggy with one man seated in it 
driven past. She says that the horse 
was a dark bay and that the man had 
on a light soft hat. 
A few minutes 


later she saw another man walk down 
the lane from the direction of the Reed 
house, toward Holden street. As only 
his head appeared above 
the 
board 


fence between her house and the lane 
she could not describe this man. 


Soon after 1 o'clock George Lidford 


and FranK w. Stockton, who were 
standing on Holden street 500 feet from 
the lane, 
saw the 
Concord 
buggy 


emerge turn off on Holden street and 
go over the bridge to Eagle street 
thence in the direction of Stamford, 
Vt. The horse was driven rapidly over 
the bridge, and according to their story 
the carriage was not stopped during 
the time they saw It. Apparently from 
their story, the buggy was not stopped 
on Holden street to wait for the man 
whom Mrs. Fairfield saw walk along 
after she had seen the buggy. Lidford 
and Stockton say they could not tell 
whether there was one man or two in 
the buggy. 


Upon the theory which is now held 


to be the correct one the murders were 
committed by two men. It is contend- 
ed that the guilty persons were well 
acquialntfil with Reed and also knew 
the arrangement of the interior of the 
house, or else they never could have 
found their way through the rooms, 
filled with furniture of all kinds, bed- 
ding, pianos and organ*, which im- 
peded the passage to the hall and the 
stairs which led to Mi«» Reed's room 
on the second floor. 


Robbery is now held to have been the 


motive, but It could never be ascer- 
tained how much money was taken. 
Reed was known to have had $200 that 
night, and he might have had more as 
he had said he intended to purchase a 
farm the next day. Whether he had 
the money on hand to pay for It was 
not lea,rned. Whatever the reward for 


the night's work the police hold that 
the murderers went to rob, and not to 
kill. 
' ' 


That the murderers went to Reed's 


house in a carriage and stabled the 
horse In the barn is the present'con- 
tention. According to the evidence 
they went there some time before the 
crime was committed, put up the 
horse in Reed's barn where it would 
not readily be seen, and waited for two 
or three hours for a favorable oppor- 
tunity to enter the house. They had 
a pint bottle of whiskey and this they 
drank in the barn to get up their 
courage, leaving the bottle in the 
barn. Finding the mallet in the barn 
they used it to kill Reed, and accord- 
ing to the present theory, took the re- 
volver from beneath Reed's pillow and 
with it shot his sister 
when they 


realized that she was awake up stairs. 
The revolver has never been found, but 
the'bullets used were found to have 
been shaped for a cartridge that had 
not been on the market for nine years 
previous to the date of this murder. 


Suspicion is now directed toward two 


men who at the time of the murder 
lived in the vicinity of North Adams. 
At the present time they are where 
they can be secured when their pres- 
ence is desired. 


The officers have taken pains to as- 


certain their whereabouts and they are 
so well covered that It would be diffi- 
cult for them to attempt to seclude 
themselves, if they should feel that 
they might be wanted. When the au- 
thorities decide to make a move the 
men can undoubtedly be found easily. 


In some way or other, Officer Dun- 


ham has found out that these two men 
were in the vicinity of the Reed house 
on the night of the murder. That they 
were near that previous to the time of 
the probable commission of the two 
homicides is known, and in the evi- 
dence there is plausible explanation of 
their presence in that place at that 
time. There are also a number of de- 
tails concerning their actions on the 
day following which tends to strength- 
en the theory of their complicity in the 
murders. 
They knew Reed and had 


been to his house more than once. The 
character of the two men is not above 
reproach, and it is known that they 
needed money at that time. There is 
no evidence that either one of these 
men ever sold or is known to have' in 
his 
possession any one of the 
19 


watches that were stolen from the 
Reed house the night of the murder. 
Reed had 104 watches and 85 of them 
were found.- 


The case is so encouraging now that 


it can be said that an arrest will prob- 
ably be made within a week, if the 
evidence continues to so 
thoroughly 


support the present theory. 


It is the intention of the authorities 


to have all the new evidence presented 
at the inquest, and in persuance of this 
plan the inquiry was resumed today 
before Judge Woodhead. The inquest 
has been held open for over two years. 
Mark E. Couch, who' has been dele- 
gated by Attorney General Knowlton 
to act as attorney in the investigation, 
examined the witnesses. 


Solomon Peck, who lives cm the court 


next to the Reed house, Mrs. Kimball 
his housekeeper, and Mrs. Alexander 


rant who lives in Clarksburg on a 


farm about three miles from here, were 
the witnesses brought up. 


Mr. Peck is very hard of hearing, and 


although he was at home on the night 
of the murder, he did not see anyone 
around the Reed house. He named 
men he had seen going to and leavl.ig 
Reed's house at different times cover- 
ing a long period before the murder. 
He did not mention the names cf the 
two suspects among th'ose he had seen 
going there on business. 
Mrs. Kim- 


ball was called to testify only'con- 
cerning the persons &he had seen going 
to Reed's house, as she was away at 
the time of the murder. 


Mrs. Alexander Grant is the wife of 


a farmer who purchased a farm from 
Feed a long time before the time of 
the murders, and her husband testified 
before of Reed's telling him he could 
put his horse in the barn when he came 
tc North A Jams. He did this a num- 
ber Of t'lrfj:. 


A pur-Ionian who was familiar with 


the testimony taken today said it was 
largely 
a repetition 
of 
previous 


evidence and was taken to make 
certain minor points clearer, there 
being some doubt of the meaning of 
the witness from previous testimony. 
The infoirmant said further that the 
only merit in the testimony was that it 
entirely relieved from suspicion sev- 
eral men who have at various times 
been suspected of possible connection. 


Before the new evidence is introduced 


the tendency of the testimony taken 
will be to eliminate all persons except 
the two men now liable to arrest. 


Next week the new testimony, it is 


expected, will be heard. Then imme- 
diate developments may be expected. 
It would seem that the outlook for a 
solution of the murders is encouraging.

ties in the ammunition department of 
the show in Troy, and was attended 
in Colonel Cody's private car. 'The ne-

show. Colonel Cody's daughter is also 
traveling with him. The colonel's in- 
terests are not confined to his show, for 
he la active in irrigation projects in 
Arizona.

Impcnant Highway Measure in Legi»- 


Uture. Investigating the 


Recent "Flop" 


In the legislature yesterday the com- 


mittee on roads and bridges reported 
an appropriation of $500,000 for con- 
struction and repair of state highways, 
—$100,000 of it for expenses incurred 
after January 1, 1901. The money may 
be borrowed on 30-year 4 per cent 
bonds. 


The committee also reported a bill 


providing that within 30 days of its 
passage the govei-nor shall reorganize 
.he highway commission. One member 
of the commission shall be chief engi- 
neer, shall perform the duties of the 
office and shall have $4000 salary. The 
others shall have $2500 each and all 
;hall have their traveling expenses. No 
members shall engage in any other 
•eg-ular business. One member shall be 
sleeted chairman. 
On motion of Mr. Coolidge of Cam- 


aridge, who introduced 'the order for 
nvestigating the change of votes on 
:he Westminister chambers, the order 
was referred to.the committee on rules 
by 65 to 33 after brief protests from 
wo members who wanted the investi- 
gation to proceed without referring the 
order to the committee on rules. This 
action was 
taken 
because 
of the 


ihange in the attitude of the news- 
papers which have said the most severe 
things about the members. The Bos- 
ton Herald and Journal have said spe- 
iifically that they have no 
definite 


'barges of wrong doing to make, and it 
is said that other papers have shown a 
corresponding change of attitude. As 
the most serious reflections are thus 
practically withdrawn some leading 
members of the house feel that there 
is no call for an investigation, especi- 
ally since no charges have been made 
anywhere. But it is felt in influential 
quarters in the house that now is the 
time to take action to define the use of 
the privileges of the floor by members 
of the press, and to enable the hr>use to 
take proper steps in case of unwar- 
ranted wholesale defamation of the 
house by the newspapers.
